In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Based on amendments filed on June 3, 2010, specifically 
"comprising a contact-type sensor which contacts at least one first to-be-detected portion on the wire reel," the newly 
discovered McNeil reference was presented which teaches that contact and non-contact sensors are art recognized 
equivalents (Paragraph 0076). Therefore, it was proposed to cancel independent claims 15, 19, 23, and 31 (and their 
respective dependent claims) in order to place the case in condition for allowance. Applicant's representative agreed to 
this Examiner's amendment.
